F,P,  Robinson  or  his  certain  attorney  his  Heirs  Executors  &  Assigns,  for 
which  payment  well  and  truly  to  be  paid;  we  bind  ourselves,  our  and  each 
of  our  heirs  executors  &.  Assigns  jointly  and  severally  firmly  by  these 
presents,  Sealed  with  our  Seals  at  Kingston  the  Twenty  Ninth  day  of 
September  one  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  Fifteen 

The  condition  of  this  obligation  is  such  that  Whereas  the  said  P.P.  Robinson 
has  this  day  issued  a  Licence  for  Marriage  for  the  purpose  of  Joining  to- 
gether in  Holy  Matrimony  —  Daniel  Walker  &  Mary  Hogle  —  Now  if  it  shall 
appear  that  there  is  no  affinity,  consanguinity  or  precontract,  to  impe- 
diment to  hinder  their  being  so  joined  as  aforesaid,  then  this  obligation  to 
be  Null  and  void,  otherwise  to  remain  in  full  force  &  virtue.
